A Wemorial (o Gongrens for the Relicf of certaii Settlers upon the School Lands

To the Honorable the SBenate and House of Hepresenatives of the Unit-
od States in Congress Assembled: The Memorial of the Legislative As-
sembly of the Territory of Minnesota respect{ully represents:

That under the provisions of the act of Congress, extending the provis-
iong of the pre-emption law of 1841, aver the ansurveyed lands of Miane-
sota, many of our gettiers have heavy invesiments, both of money and la-
bor, in the opening of farms, erection of buildings, and the Inying ont and
improving of town sites, (lota in which said town sites were frequently
transferrad before the Government sarvey, at high prices, to the ocvupants
thereof,) who were found when the Government snrvey was made, to be
apon the school sections, and that the said settler had no means of ascer-
taining pravious to the survey, where the school gections would come,

That it is & great iojustice and hardship to compel sach persons to ce-
purchase or lose entirely the improvements and homes, made by them-
selves in good faith, in the expectation of pre-empting or entering them
according to the provisions of the statate. Therefore, your Memorialists
would respectfolly request your Honorable Body to peaes an act, giving
such persons in this Teritory as have, previously to the Government sur-
vey, settled npon the school sections, (and have otherwise the right of pre-
emption,) the right to pre-empt the same, a3 other Governmant lands are
Pre-empt.ed. And also providing for the entry of the town sites in this
Perritory, which are on school sections and were occupied as such, pre-
vious o the Government sarvay, ns other town sites upon anoffered Gov.
ernment lands are entercd.

And also allowing the Connty Commissioners of the county in which
such lands may be situato, to enter in lieu theroof, for the henefit of the
school fund of the township in which such land so as aforesaid ssttled or
oceupied Taay be, and without charge, an eqaal amount of such survayed
laods, eubject either to private entry or pro-emption, in the same Land
Diatrict as they may selact.

And as in duty boand your Memoriulists will aver pray.
